Definite plans for the creation 
of a cheery, homey Christmas at¬ 
mosphere in Sierra Madre were 
worked out during the week by 
the Chamber of Commerce and 
tire City Council and tne puoiic 
aas been asked to join in tne 
Christmas-out-of-doors observance 
of the great holiday season now 
so general throughout Southern 
Canfornia. 

Appearing before the Council at 
Its meeting on Wednesday a com¬ 
mittee from the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce consisting of President 
Robert Davies, Charles B. Klunk 
and Vv*. E:. Craig was assured that 
the Council would cooperate in 
a general scheme for decorations 
m tne business district. The street 
committee of the Council, of 
wjjicn Ralph W. Stewart is chair¬ 
man, was delegated by Mayor 
Myers to work with the chamber 
or commerce committee. 

The tentative plan is for the 
city to decorate the light poles 
with palm greens and red wreaths 
and to connect them up with 
stringers of holly or other greens, 
to be illuminated at night.

Following its membership drive 
the Red Cross wil turn its ac¬ 
tivity towards helping create the 
Christmas spirit here and bring¬ 
ing joy to the hearts of shut-ins 
and unfortunates. 

The new city fire truck will be 
used to transport a giant decor¬ 
ated Christmas tree to the homes 
of the invalids of the city and old 
Kris Kringle himself will accom¬ 
pany the truck. The Junior Choir 
of the Congregational Church 
under the direction of Mrs. Don¬ 
ald Ashmore, assisted by Mrs. 
George B. Morgridge, will ride on 
the truck and materially brighten 
the day for the shut-ins by 
rendering Christmas carols. 

The trmck will make its round 
of cheer on the Tuesday evening 
before Christmas. Baskets contain¬ 
ing gifts for the invalids will be 
distributed by Santa Claus and 
those wishing to contribute to this 
worthy cause should communicate 
with the Red Cross at once. 


When the school children of 
Sierra Madre resume their studies 
on Monday moming after the 
Thanksgiving holiday It will be 
in their ptftnanent quarters in the 
city’s magnificent new $210,000 
school plant at Highland, Auburn 
and Hermosa avenues. 

This is moving day at the 
grammar school. Tomorrow Lee 
Mead, who secured the contract 
for this work, will begin to raze 
the old buildings. 

December 12 is the date fixed 
for formal acceptance of the new 
building from Uie contractors by 
the School Board and the dedica¬ 
tory exercises which will be held 
In the school auditorium. A pro¬ 
gram for this event is now being 
arranged. 

Four days earlier, on December 
8, there will be a community din¬ 
ner sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce to celebrate completion 
of this outstanding forward step 
in the city’s history. 

Much detail remains to be gone 
through with by the sub-contrac¬ 
tors before the structure is taken 
off the contractor's hands, mo.sliy 
in the way of adornment, and the 
school will be a busy place during 
the next 10 days or so, though 
it is now perfectly comfortable 
and there will be no interruption 
of school work. 

J. C. Bannister, the general con¬ 
tractor who reared the building, 
has practically completed his end 
of the job. Painters, electricians 
and others are putting the finish¬ 
ing touches on theirs. It will not 
be passible to complete the grad¬ 
ing and landscaping contracts 
tmtil the old buildings have been 
razed, but the building itself will 
be perfect before it is formally 
accepted. 

Elizabeth Stelnberger, the prin¬ 
cipal, and the teaching .staff are 
supervising the moving of their 
classes to the new building today 
and it is an animated place. 
Everything will be in order by 
Monday morning and the school 
work will go right ahead a.s 
though there had been no epochal 
change in the city's educational 
system. 


The Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce has arranged for a 
community dinner to be held at 
the Woinan's Club House Monday 
evening, December 8th. 

The primary .object of the din¬ 
ner is to provide an opportunity 
for a jollification and jubilation 
over the completion of the new 
school building as well as to give 
public expression to appreciation 
of the work of those citizens 
whose unselfish efforts are pri¬ 
marily respon.sible for the suc¬ 
cessful completion of this great 
civic achievement. 

The local school board will be 
the honor guests of the evening 
together with representatives 
from Pasadena, Monrovia and Ar¬ 
cadia schools and some of the 
supervisors of the actual con- 
stiuction. 

As the fonnal opening and 
liousewanning ot the new build¬ 
ing is scheduled for December 12, 
the Chamber of Commerce de¬ 
cided it was only fitting and prop¬ 
er to take official cognizance of 
this important event in Sierra 
Madre's civic life. 

Mrs. VV. R. Lees has consented 
to take charge of preparing and 
serving the dinner, which means 
that this city's well known repu¬ 
tation for good "feeds” w'ill be 
more than sustained. 

The principal talk of the eve¬ 
ning will be given by an out-of- 
town speaker whose name will be 
announced next week. 

Tickets for the dinner must be 
secured in advance, as it has been 
decided to limit the attenuance 
to a definite number to prevent 
any discomfort from disarrange¬ 
ment of tables or overcrowding 
by last minute decisions to at¬ 
tend.

twisted otr by the wind, scores 
of houses lost all or a part of 
their roofs, windows were blown 
in and storage and outbildings 
were tom apart by a gale that 
at times reached a velocity of 
70 miles an, hour. 

W'hile the monetary loss to any 
particular individual was not 
great, the aggregate of the los.s 
runs into many thousands of dol¬ 
lars and ii. will be some time be¬ 
fore the city is cleared of all evi¬ 
dence of the storm. 

Sheltered by the towering Mt. 
Wilson and other high peaks of 
the Sierra Madre range, this city 
suffered little In comparison with 
surrounding communities, notably 
Monrovia, .\rcadia and Pasadena, 
though its loss In beauty by the 
whole.sale destruction of growing 
things is keenly felt. A less gen¬ 
erously planted community would 
look .sadly denuded as a result of 
the young hurricane. 

The steady violent blow that set 
in late Friday night was inter¬ 
spersed with particularly savage 
gusts that ripped off shingles, tile 
and gravel roof and fairly lifted 
shrubs and trees out of the earth 
made soft by rains of a few days 
preceding the windstorm. 

One uncommonly vicious twister 
ripped nearly 400 square feet off 
the roof of the city's property at 
the pumping .station on East Cen¬ 
tral avenue. It was probably this 
same angry breath of the North 
that swept through Canyon Park 
tearing roofs in every direction 
and lifting more than 300 square

Council Hears Plea For Im 
provement And Adopts 
New Resolution 


Leaders of the Cfnsa drive 
to meet the quot^- of 750, members 
assigned Sierra Madre Were con¬ 
fident this momingr-lhat today’s 
mails would bring enough re¬ 
sponses to the organization’s ap¬ 
peal to hold the local membership 
to its present high level. 

VV'^hen the chapter headquarters 
closed last night enough actual 
contributions were not in hand to 
meet the quota, though a roundup 
of the city by telephone revealed 
that many persons at the last 
minute had rushed their checks or 
money orders into the mail. Re¬ 
ceipt of these letters and last 
minute responses today are ex¬ 
pected to maintain the enviable 
record established by Sierra Madre 
as early as 1916. 

The youngest member of the 
chapter yet reported is William 
MacKellar W’hight, two months 
and eleven days old, grandson of 
Mrs. Jessica H. Wright, post¬ 
mistress. 

Wednesday afternoon Burke 
-Vdams, a pupil in the public 
.school and one of the leading en- 
thusia.st.s of the Junior Red Cross 
made a plea to the members of 
the Woman’s Club for a 100 per 
cent representation by that body 
in the present campaign, incident¬ 
ally telling of the work being ac¬ 
complished by the juniors. 

W. R. Humphries, local Red 
Cross Chapter chairman, told how 
the present campaign had been 
carried on and added his appeal 
to that of young Adams for a full 
representation from the Woman’s 
Club. 

In order that minor accidents 
might be quickly taken care of at 
the club, Mr. Humphries then 
pre.sented to the organization a 
Red Cross First Aid Kit, for use 
in giving relief to clubw^omen who 
might receive cuts or bums in 
the kitchen. 

The Chamber of Commerce at 
its meeting this week voted a $10 
contribution to the fund and it 
was announced this Dooming that 
nearly every business concern in 
ilie city as well as a large num¬ 
ber of families, showed a 100 per 
cent enrollment.

Amended to meet some of the 
•.'ecently voiced protests against 
its Canyon Park paving program, 
the City Council on Wednesday 
readopted the resolution of inten¬ 
tion to proceed with the improve- 
)nent of .streets In that section 
of the city and fixed Wednesday, 
December 17 at 7:30 o’clock in 
the city hall as the time and place 
Tor another protest hearing. 

All previous resolutions and pro¬ 
ceedings in the project were res¬ 
cinded before the resolution in its 
present form was given considera¬ 
tion. The changes in the new 
resolution, which Is published in 
.'ull in this is.sue of THE NEWS, 
are minor in form and consist 
mostly of modifications of origrin- 
al plans for the condemnation ol 
property for the construction of 
streets and roads. 

There has been no change in 
the proposal to make a six-foot 
path of Holly Trail, which was 
the subject of a protest presented 
by D. F. J. Willett and other 
nmperty owners in the canyon 
ection through which the trail 
runs, except that it will be neces- 
.lary to condemn less private 
••roperty for niad purposes since 
it w’as decided to reduce the 
•■•/Idth of the improved trail from 
ten to six feet. 

Since the prote.st of Mr. Wil¬ 
lett and other lot holders was 
against disturbing the present 
nistic appearance of the trail by 
oaving or improvement of any 
kind, it is assumed that as it now 
;dands the ordinance of Intention 
■vlll not be much leas objection- 
;ible to them and that they will 
pre.sent a protest petition at the 
forthcoming protest meeting. 

At the last protest meeting Mr. 
vVillett said he spoke for ap- 
.rroximately 90 per cent of the 
■iffected property owners on Holly 
Trail who do not want the im¬ 
provement and threatened to In- 
:;titute injunction proceedings to 
halt the whole Canyon improve¬ 
ment project unles plans to pave 
the trail were abandoned. 

Neither Mr. VV'illet nor any ol 
the other objectors appeared at 
the City Hall la.st night and J. R. 
Thompson, who urged the Council 
to proceed with th« improvement,] 
was the only Interested property' 
owner heard. He declared thAt if 
the Council waited until the 
selfish demands of every property 
owner were satisfied before pro¬ 
ceeding with the paying program, 
the canyon would again become

So 
Johiune’s dollar, or five, or ten, 
or his shirt or his tie or his 
game, doesn't ever get to Johnnie 
in spite of all the postal service 
c.in do and is an.vious to do. 

"Don’t send presents that crush 
or break unless packed so they 
can be dropped off a train, have 
a few dozen other sacks w'eighing 
from fifty to a hundred pounds 
each dropped on top and still 
come up smiling. And that calls 
for real packing!

While engineers, city officials and 
citizens studied with intense inter¬ 
est the Metropolitan Aqueduct 
route report and recommendations 
recently made by Chief Engineer 
Frank E. Weymouth, of the Metro¬ 
politan W'ater District, Southern 
California generally hailed the en¬ 
gineering document as bringing the 
benefits of Colorado River water 
one long step closer to the homes 
of this area.
